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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the Gardopee 
reference are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the Gardopee reference fails to show a first caliper finger for measuring from a zero 
point to the first surface of a substrate and a second caliper finger for measuring from the zero point to a second surface of the substrate, 
defining said zero point as the axis generally normal to the first and second surfaces. It is noted, that the zero point position in Gardopee 
has been interpreted as the initial position of the probes before the measurements are made and are along an axis substantially normal to 
the first and second surfaces ( See Figure 2 ), which fully meet the requirements of the recited claim. For the reasons stated above and as 
explained in the final rejection, the rejection is maintained and clearly anticipated by Gardopee . 
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
